Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 15, 2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable 

2. Claim(s) 1-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim(s) 1, the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically 

suggested to transfer at least a portion of the input voice stream received from the user 
from the first communication path extending between the user and the speech gateway 
enabling system, to a second communication path extending between the speech 
gateway enabling system to the adjunct processor and to transfer the at least a portion 
of the input voice stream from the first communication path to the speech recognition 
engine for processing. 

Regarding claim(s) 7 and 17, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
specifically suggested directing to a speech recognition engine a least a portion of an 
input voice stream from the user on a first communication path extending between the 
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user and a first adjunct processor and transferring the input voice stream from the first 
communication path, to a second communication path extending between the first 
adjunct processor to a second adjunct processor. 

Regarding claim(s) 29, the prior art of record fails to disclose or specifically 
suggested directing to a speech recognition engine a least a portion of an output data 
stream from a second adjunct processor on a communication path extending between 
the second adjunct processor and a first adjunct processor and transferring the at least 
a portion of an output data stream received from the second adjunct processor to a 
. communication path extending between the user and the first adjunct processor.
